"We really learned the content of the words "adverse weather conditions" yeater** 
day. We were on the second day of our four-day tactical problem.-and it had poured 
all night long and had continued to rain during the day. So the drenching we got 
the night before on a 7-mile hike was just the beginning, I was a casualty being 
evacuated by litter from the front lines (plenty of blanks, and gas'attacks thrown 
in for realism) and I waited, drenched to the skin,for the Co. Aid men to crawl up 
and fix me up; then continued being drenched and frozen while being carried by 
litter to the 3n. Aid Sta T , then to the Collecting Station. The terrain out here is 
a perfect miniature G-oona Goona - thick forest, deep gulleys and ravines, rocky 
precipices, etc. And the mud several inches thick, 

"The poor litter-bearers slid, slipped, swore and cursed, (I helped them out by 
walking part of the way when we couldn't be observed by officers. ) Finally into 
an ambulance for a wild careening ride, sideways at times, through the muddy roads 
into the Clearing Station -t where I ate my cold C-rations (which tasted real c-ood 
nevertheless.) The whole business really wasn't much at all, but somehow put me 
into rapport with the boys in rainy Burma and Italy."
